Grown-Ups 
Require Milk 
As Vital Fooc

T IS AN accepted fact that 

children should have a quart 
of milk daily and grown-ups one 
pint. Do not try to make them 
drink all of it. Every individual 
should like the taste of plain 
milk and enjoy drinking it, but 
when you can make such good 
things to eat and drink, you 
shouldn’t risk having anyone 
grow tired of such a nourishing 
food. 

Children, especially, demand 
variety and you should give it to 
them in the form of new main 
dishes and desserts. Instead of 
plan milk to drink at every meal 
give it color and flavor through 
the addition of chocolate or fruit 
juices, and do try these recipes 
for unusual dishes that are nour- 
ishing and not too rich for the 
youngsters, and yet with addi- 
tional seasoning will appeal to 
grown-ups.

Jeat one tablespoon butter, 
add two tablespoons flour, one 
teaspoon salt and a speck of 
pepper. Add three cups milk or 
one aud onc-haif cups evaporat- 
ed milk diluted with an equa) 
amount of chicken stock or wa- 
ter and cook, stirring constantly 
until the sauce is thick. Add 
two cups boiled rice and two 
cups finely cut cooked chicken. 
Pour into a greased casserole 
and sprinkle with buttered bread 
crumbs. Bake in a moderate 
oven until the crumbs are brown 
—about twenty-five minutes. 
Portions for the children may be 
baked in individual ramekins 
and that for grown-ups well- 
seasoned with curry. 

Prune Marlow 

First of all rub stewed prunes 
through a coarse seive. Measure 
three-fourths cup of the pulp. 
Mix one-half cup prune juice 
and twenty cut-up marshmal- 
lows and put into the top of a 
double boiler. Steam until the 
marshmallows are entirely melt- 
ed. Add the prune pulp and one 
teaspoon lemon juice and set 
aside to coal. When the mixture 
is cold and _ stiffened, fold in 
three-faurths cup cream, whip- 
ped until stiff. Either put into 
sherbet glasses and chill thor 
oughly or pour into the tray o: 
your refrigerator and freeze,

Slice thin bananas to make 
one cup. Put through a seive 
and chill with one tablespoon 
lemon juice. Dissolve one junket 
tablet in one tablespoon coid 
water. Warm two cups rich milk, 
one cup heavy cream and three- 
fourths cup sugar to lukewarm.
